TESTING GRADE COWS 

By M. H. Gardner, Supt. of A. R. 

Since making mention in these re- 
ports of the desirability of the As- 





sociation doing all possible to aid in | 


the marketing of surplus bulls, I have 
received several letters on the sub- 
ject; and Professor Woll, of the Wis- 
consin Agr. College, has sent me a 








copy of a circular letter sent to Wis- 
consin farmer-dairymen relating to 
this matter. Replying to questions re- 
garding registration and advanced 
registration of grades, my suggestion 
in no way contemplates either. In my 
estimation, a grade must always re- 
main a grade because any recognition 
in the registration line would lead to 
the offering of grade bulls for sale, 
and would in fact encourage just that 
thing. In this I am not for a moment 
asserting that a well sired bull from 
a well bred high grade Holstein- 
Friesian with a large yearly record 


might not be better than a pure bred | 
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bull from a no account sire and dam, 
In fact I am perfectly willing to ad- 
mit that such a grade bull would be 
better than the pure bred scrub; but 
the minute you let down the bars by 
any such sort of recognition of grade 
stock, you open the gate for no end of 
abuses to creep in. 

Should the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation think best to encourage the 
testing of grade cows, the details of 
identification etc., could be easily 
handled. On entering any cows in 
test the owner would be required to 
furnish diagrams of color-markings 
of each cow, these diagrams to be 
kept on file in the Advanced Registry 
office. Duplicate copies of these dia- 
grams would be made on the back of 
a prepared form and returned to the 
owner for the use of the supervisors 
in identifying the cows in test; and 
at the end of the test a plain certifi- 
cate of yield would be furnished the 
owner. In offering prize-money, there 
could be no classification by ages, as 
there would be no way to be sure as 
to the age of any cow. Six hundred 
and seventy-five dollars would provide 
prize-money for two divisions, with 
fifteen prizes to each division and 
forty dollars as the amount of the 
highest prize in each. The first divis- 
ion could te for single cows; the 
second, for herds of five cows each. 
The proposition is tentative and open 
to discussion.

The Wolverine Sale, adver- 
A Fine tised in the World, took place 
Lesson. April 2nd. In this issue ap- 

pears a report of the sale 
sent us by W. R. Harper, Secretary 
Michigan State Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation. Mr. Harper has accom- 
panied his report with some signifi- 
cant facts by way of a brief review 
of the dairy career of T. W. Sprague, 
owner and developer of Wolverine 
Herd. 

We never fear to iterate and reiter- 
ate established principles or practical 
truths concerning dairying for we 
know there are thousands upon thou- 
sands who can profit thereby, if they 
will, and so we venture now to en- 
large upon and possibly add a new 
idea to Mr. Harper’s remarks. 

The dairy business as well as other 
occupations has its sceptics; they fear 
to make the large investment necessary 
to getting a foundation of good Hol- 


stein-Friesians; they fear the present 
high price is due to some sudden in- 
flating cause, foreign to sound busi- 
ness and that the value is not in the 
cattle themselves. We think this be- 
lief is the result of superficial think- 
ing -and ignorance, which will readily 
be dispelled by the use of a pencil. 
For example let us take the case of 
Cusha Netherland Twisk, recently 
sold from the herd of R. B. Young 
at the Iowa Breeders’ Consignment 
Sale for $500. $500 will buy a good 
cow and it did in this case, for Cusha 
has a butter record of 720 lbs. from 
17,780 lbs milk in one year. This rec- 
ord was made under normal condi- 
tions, for she began the year’s test 
without being dry from the previous 
lactation period and calved 38 days 
after the test was completed. In an 
article, which appeared in the World 
of January 25th, the owner wrote: 
“Cusha Netherland Twisk was greatly 
benefited by her year’s work as she 
shows by her additional milk vein de- 
velopment, and when she reaches her 
maturity at eight or nine years old, 
I expect to give her another test 
which will show this.” Cusha then is 
a comparatively young cow and as 
the accompanying illustration shows, 
as straight and fine in every respect 
as one could desire,—just the kind 
for foundation stuff. 
| During the year for which we have 
her record, she gave 8,696 quarts of 
milk, which at 8¢ a quart, would sell 
for $260. Allow $100, which we think 
is liberal, for the cost of her feel and 
$30 for interest on the investment 
and you have left the neat sum of 











$130 from milk alone. Then if prop- 
erly sired, you have a $200 or $300 
calf. Cusha can be depended upon to 
make a good profit every year from 
milk alone. Does it not ‘look ag 
though such an animal were a good 
investment from the standpoint of 
milk production; is it not plain that 
the value is actually in the cow her- 
self? And Cusha is no exception, 
Other equally good purchases were 
made at the Iowa Breeder’s Sale and 
we could point to a number equally 
good from the Wolverine Sale. Every 
sale is full of such bargains be it dis- 
persion or consignment or you can get 
them privately. 

Delay costs money. The important 
thing is to get started. Note the 
initia] investment of Mr. Sprague, the 
short time that he has been in the 
business and the profits made. It is 
a strong argument and should instill 
confidence in anyone who understands 
reasonably well, the care of cows, 
Follow Mr. Sprague’s example.

This herd of 251 animals of which 
over one-half were heifers with first 
or second calves produced in seven 
consecutive days 102,039.7 lbs. of 
milk, containing 3,568.864 lbs. of but- 
ter-fat; thus showing an average of 
3.50 per cent fat. The average pro- 
duction for each animal was 406.5 lbs. 
milk containing 14.219 lbs. of butter 
fat; equivalent to 58.07 Ibs. and 27.65 
quarts of milk per day, and 16.9 lbs. 
of the best commercial butter per 
week. The averages are good and the 
per cent of fat moderate. It is very 
seldom of late years that the aver- 
age per cent fat does not exceed 3.5. 

In this issue of the Official Re- 





ports we have another of what may 
be called the very great records; and 
under this term I should include all 
records above 30 Ibs. fat in seven 
days and 120 pounds fat in 30 days. 
To the present but two cows have ex- 
ceeded the 32-lb. mark in seven days, 
both of them being New Jersey cows. 
Last spring Valdessa Scott 2d as- 
tonished the world, and now Johanna 
De Kol Van Beers appears with 32.059 
lbs. fat from 663.4 lbs. milk in-seven 
days, 121.114 lbs. fat from 2,764.3 Ibs.
